At the October 9 Board meeting, the Board of Managers ex-
tended by three months the current moratorium on demolitions
and large building projects. Under the original schedule, the
moratorium was scheduled to expire on October 31*" The new
expiration date is now January 31, 2008. At the same meeting,
the Board authorized Phase 3 work to begin with Winter & Com-
pany aimed at developing dimensional standards for recom-
mended regulations specific to Floor Area Ratio (FAR), Impervi-
ous Lot Coverage and Wall Plate Height.

Also included in Phase 3 is additional work to de-
velop model regulatory language for other basic stan-
dards recommended in the Winter & Company Final
Strategy Report (available online at ccvillage.org).
This second category of work will develop candidate
refinements in building height measurement, tree
planting requirements and rear yard setback.

Phase 3 involves a significant amount of work gath-
ering and confirming measurements of existing build-
ing conditions throughout the Village. Once measure-
ments are inventoried, Mr. Winter and his staff will
develop models to illustrate the effect each of the pro-
posed regulations would have on potential home im-
provement projects ranging from traditional additions
and renovations through to full home removal and re-
construction. Building on these models, Mr. Winter
will provide draft regulatory standards and an iterative
cycle incorporating Board and resident feedback.

Saks parking lot, a driver may park their car on the lot
for one free hour if the parking ticket is validated using
the readily available automatic stamp located in the Saks
lobby entrance. Saks’ position is that this free parking is
being abused by patients visiting nearby doctors” offices
and is interfering with parking intended for its patrons.

Ms. Harris will be present at the Tuesday, November
13 Board of Managers meeting to discuss the overall
parking conditions on the lot and Saks’ plan to allow a
change away from the one-hour free parking. The plan
involves gaining County approval for a “zoning text
amendment” which would change the zoning regula-
tions and eliminate the free parking obligation. Village
concurrence is necessary for any proposed change to be
successful and Ms. Harris will be present to answer
questions about both the need and the process and to
lobby for Village support.

The property is owned by the County and
annexation by a municipality—in this case, the Village—
requires the consent of the property owner. To view this
resolution and background information visit: http://
www.montgomerycountymd.gov/content/council/pdf/
agenda/col/2007/071029/20071029 5c.pdf. The Village
Board will introduce the annexation resolution to the Vil-
lage at the November Board of Managers meeting with a
Public Hearing on the matter scheduled during the
Board’s December 10 regular meeting.

Autumn Leaves

The Public Works Department’s
yearly leaf collection effort is under-
way. Two leaf vacuums will be run-
ning as often as needed from
November through the first week in
December or as long as needed.

Residents planning to rake their

leaves into piles are requested to rake them as close to
the curb as possible without putting them in the gutter.
Should it rain, leaves piled in the gutter will dam the wa-
ter causing it to pond. Residents are asked not to box in
piles of leaves with cars both for easier accessibility for
the leaf crews and additional safety for your vehicles.

Bradley Lane residents should put their leaves in paper
bags and place them at the roadside. Bradley La. is the
only area where bagging is required. Sticks and other
sharp tree and garden debris should be left loose and
placed in separate piles from the leaves. Sharp debris
can tear the leaf collection hoses or dull the blades on
the leaf machines and repairs to the vacuum machinery
can cause delays in the pick up schedule.

Be a Considerate Neighbor...

When replacing their home’s heating furnace, many
residents are choosing to install high-efficiency fur-
naces. While the Village does not require a permit to
replace your furnace, please be considerate when install-
ing these new units by selecting a location for the ex-
haust pipe that does not direct the water vapor discharge
toward your neighbors.

Private Property, No Trespassing

It has been reported to the Village office that resi-
dents are letting themselves into homes that are under
construction and helping themselves to self-guided
tours. Please be advised that even if a house is vacant
and under construction, it is still private property and
you could be subject to a trespassing charge which car-
ries a maximum fine of $500 or 90 days in jail or both.
It can also be very dangerous to enter an active con-
struction site without authorization.

sculpture park, referred to as Farr Park, immediately
adjacent to its current enclosed dining area.

Legal Counsel for the Chevy Chase Land Com-
pany, Mr. Bob Dalrymple, and Megan Showers, Di-
rector of Marketing for Max Mara Café, attended the
meeting to answer residents’ questions and to deter-
mine the community’s general position on the pro-
posed amendment. The Village residents in atten-
dance clearly stated their disfavor of the project,
which Mr. Dalrymple accepted and relayed back to
the Chevy Chase Land Company.

Board of Managers’ Meeting

Minutes: September 10, 2007 Meeting: Approved.

Committee Reports: Building Facilities Commis-
sion—The Board welcomed the newly appointed Com-
mission Chair, Elizabeth Bausch. Brookville Road
Working Group—Chair Dr. Douglas Kamerow ex-
plained that the contracted engineering firm had submit-
ted 30% complete draft drawings for the proposed walk-
way that show how the walkway, which would be lo-
cated along the east side of the roadway, could/should
look. The Board authorized the Village Manager to sub-
mit the drawings to the Historic Preservation Commis-
sion, the Maryland Historic Trust and the State Highway
Administration for preliminary review and approval.

Appeals: 29 Primrose St.: A-5173 (Modification Re-
quest)—The applicant sought a modification to a vari-
ance, which was granted by the Board of Managers on
[November 30, 2006. The original variance allowed the
applicant to replace an existing chain link fence and two
gates measuring 5” in height with a tongue and groove
solid board fence and two gates measuring 6°-6" in
height in the Brookville Road front yard, located 2” west
of the east property line beginning at the north property
line and connecting with the north end of a porch on the
east side of the house. The applicant proposed to extend
the fence southward along the east property line an addi-
tional 11°-7”. The proposed fence would then extend to
the west to connect with the middle of the porch—
Approved; A-5300—Install a wood fence measuring 6°-
6" in height along the north property line between the
front property line (Brookville Road) and the 25’ front
building restriction line—Approved.

Manager’s Report: The Board approved a contribution
of $2,000 to the Citizens Coordinating Committee on
Friendship Heights to draft a design alternative for the
redevelopment of the Westbard areas, provided the con-
tribution is used for the portion of the plan that addresses
traffic impact.

conversation. If you have to make a call, pull over to
the side of the road.

o If you’re making a call using your cell phone, never
discuss important information such as travel plans or
credit card numbers. For less than $100, anyone can
buy scanning equipment and listen in on your cellu-
lar phone conversations.

o Report any suspicious activity or person immediately
to the Chevy Chase Village Communications Center
at (301) 654-7300, or in an emergency call 9-1-1.

Personal Safety in Your Vehicle

o Always have your keys out and ready before leav-
ing a building to approach your vehicle. Searching
through a purse or briefcase after you’ve reached
your car provides criminals an excellent opportu-
nity to sneak up on you.

o Be especially alert when leaving stores or shopping
malls for your vehicle. This is a time when crimi-
nals know you are carrying cash, checkbooks,
credit cards or other valuables.

o Look around and inside your vehicle before you
get in. If you are concerned for any reason, simply
walk past your car and call for help.

e Lock your door immediately upon entering your
vehicle. Make this your first action—even before
you put your key in the ignition—and lock your
door every time you get into your car, even if you
are going for only a short ride.

» Check your surroundings before getting out of your
car. If something or someone strikes you as out-of-
place or threatening, drive away. Ifit’s dark, go to
a well-lighted, heavily traveled area.

o Use a two-piece key ring with your car keys sepa-
rate from your other important keys. Give parking
valets or mechanics your car keys only. Supplying
the entire set of keys creates an opportunity for du-
plicates to be made.

o Avoid stairwells in parking garages. Try walking
down the auto ramp instead. As long as you watch
for cars, the ramp can be much safer.

e Avoid talking on your cellular phone while you
drive. Concentrate on your driving, not your

¢ Do not keep check cashing cards in your
checkbook.

o Keep purses or bags closed tightly.

o Keep your glove compartment locked or keep your
registration on you as it contains vital personal
information.

o  When carrying large amounts of cash, keep it in
different places, as opposed to all together.

o Never reveal your social security number to
strangers or telemarketers.

o Never throw out anything that contains personal
information without destroying it first (thieves
search through trash in hopes of finding such
material).
